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‘The Irrigation Decision. 


When Aaron Burr was under exami- 
nation for admission to the bar, be war 
asked by the court for a definition of 
law. The questioner was probably ex- 
pecting the usual suswer, that ‘‘Law is 
a rule of action,” but Burr, with his 
usual originality, replied: ‘‘The law is 
something boldly asserted and plausibly 
maintained."’ This definition is brought 
to mind by the late decision of the 5Su- 
preme Gourt of this State on the irriga- 
tion question, or as it is usually termed, 
“Riparian Rights.” We arc in- 
formed—for we have not read the 
opinion, nor have we yet heard of any 
person, either member of the bar or 
layman, who has—that the decision is 
adverse to the diversion of the water of 

streams for irrigation purposes. As for 
the litigunts in the case, Miller & Lux 
on the one side, and Haggin & Carr on 
the other, we care not a bean for them, 
as they are all very rich and abundantly 
able to get slong on whiskey and 
champagne, and without the use of 
water for any purpose whatever. Bat 
the bearing of the decision upon tht 
large and poorer class of agriculturists, 
who use water indiscriminately as a 
beverage and for the irrigation of their 
growing crops, is rather heavy, and 
may work «a great deal of injus- 
tice. If Burr bad said, ‘Custom 
makes law, the world over,"’ he would 
not have been far from thetruth. But 
the law thet be did define is evidently 
that which bas been asserted in the Lux 
& Miller vs. Haggin & Carr case; that 
is to say, the kind which depends upon 
@ bold assertion and plausible support, 


and not the kind which has sprung up 


out of custom. If the learned Supreme 


Court—whom we are not presuming to 


criticise—had. been governed by the 
latter, their decision would have 
been different, for irrigation, 
whether at the bar or in the field, 
has long been quite common in nearly 
all countries which have at any time 
been ander the Spanish flag. We are 
not sure but that the terms of the treaty 
_ * by which California was acquired from 
Mexico, if boldly asserted and plausibly 
maintained, would protect irmgation as 
carried on in this country; but we are 
quite certain that if custom were ac- 
corded its dup weight as law, the irri- 
‘gators would not need to fall back upon 
the treaty of Guadaloupe Hidalgo to 
maintain their side of the case. And 
then what becomes of the cus- 
tom, as old as the State 
at least, of taking water out of the 
rivers and streams in the mountains for 
mining purposes? Hundreds of miles 
of canals and ditches have long bsen in 
use in the Sierra Nevada mountains, di 
verting the waters of the rivers and 
brooks away in every direction, for 
mining and irrigation, and never, or 
- seldom, returning it to its original bed. 
Many wmillions of dollars have been 
thus invested, and all in violation of 
law, if Asron Burr's definition and 
Jodge McKinstry'’s opinion are correct. 
Riparian rights involve a whole mul- 
titade of qnestions. They relate 
to streams, navigable and unnavigable; 
to the use of water for cattle, for machin- 
ery, for irrigation, for mining, for 
washing; to navigation, to fishing, to 
the use of the bank for towing, for 
tying, for drying nets, for pitching 
tents; in fact, the riparian question may 
relate to any use, any diminution, or 
any deterioration of the waters of a 
stream vpon which any land abuts 
What the psrticular question de- 
cided in the Lux & Haggin 
case was we do not know, and what tbe 
reasons for that decision were we never 
expect to find ont, forthe opinion of 
the learned jadge who voiced the court 
in the case is much longer than the 
moral law, unless the whole Bible be re- 
garded as a codification of the latter, in 
which case it would be about a stand- 
off between the moral law and that 
Opinion. We have not time to read 
both, and we are more interested in the 
moral law than io the subject of irriga- 
A practical turn may, bowever, be 
given to the riparian question as re- 
lates to the Los Angeles river. Should 
the city be compelled to leave the wa- 
ters of that stream to their natural flow, 
or to turn the city zanjas back into the 
river channel undiminished and unpol- 
lated, it would have a very serious 
bearing on the high-license controversy ; 
but sume compensation for this ri- 
parian decision would be found in the 
promotion of the wine and brandy in- 
dastry of this county in the way of in-| 
creasing the consumption of those com- 
modities instead of Los Angeles river 
water.
